Topic: Baltimore treasure 

April presentation 

In 1934 a pair of boys found a pot filled with gold coins 
in the basement of a Baltimore row house. In a 2008 
ANA presentation Leonard 
Augsburger detailed what 
they found, what happened 
to the treasure and, as far 
as could be determined, 
what happened to the boys. 

The pot contained S11,200 
in face value in gold coins 
dated between 1834 and 
1856. It included 1,789 
gold dollars and 317 dou¬ 
ble eagles. At the time it 
was found the treasure was 
estimated to be worth $22,600 ~ about $365,000 in to¬ 
day’s money.

From the past 

In 1907, Columbus hosted the ANA. Here’s an ex¬ 
cerpt. from an account that ran in the Oct-Nov. 1907 
Numismatist: 

The city was in gala attire as the boys began to ar¬ 
rive. Bunting and Bags draped the various buildings; 
electrical arches spanned High Street as far as the 
eye could see. Some said it was for the Buckeye Old 
Homecoming Week, but the boys said it was for the A. 
N. A. Convention. Be this as it may the bunting and 
the arches were there waiting for us when we arrived. 

Mr. Henderson, the man of the hour, was at the rail¬ 
road station to meet every incoming train and greeted 
the boys with a “welcome to our noble city.” Sunday 
the boys began to pour into Columbus. Mr. Leon was 
about the first of the out of town members to put in an 
appearance, and by the time the rest began to arrive, 
he had gobbled up a few comer lots, visited all the 
banks and scooped up from under the eyes of the local 
fraternity a few choice slugs and other private gold. 

Most of the members put up at the Neil House, which 
was the rendezvous for all the other members. Mr. 

Tom Elder lived in solitary state across the square. 

As Sunday drew to a close, Dr. Henderson, the ever 
watchftil, with the assistance of Mr. A B. Coover, got 
all those already on hand together and presented them 
with a surprise in the shape of a supper at his home. 


A most enjoyable evening was spent there Mrs. Hen¬ 
derson did the honors grandly and all down the street 
were sung her praises as the guests left later in the 
evening. It goes without saying that coins formed the 
chief topic both at the table and later on piazza... 

When the bunch got back to the Neil House that 
evening two more had arrived, “the twins”: “Charlies 
Gies” and “Uncle Joe.” Then things began to happen 
and instead of getting to bed at a proper time, it was 
not until sometime the next day. One of the treasures 
Mr. Gies brought along was a 1816 half dollar. This 
later changed ownership for some unknown sum. Pre¬ 
sumably Mr. Mitchelson took a notion to add it to his 
varied collection of trade dollars. 

Messrs. “Harry” and Hudson Chapman, Mr. Marcuson 
and Mr. Misner, the large handed, had arrived during 
the day, groups and parties began to be formed, the 
short men picking out their running mates. At supper 
in the hotel that evening Mr. Elder exhibited a couple 
of “stellas” that he just picked up under the noses of 
the Columbus collectors, much to their chagrin. We do 
not know what disposition he has made of them. One 
was much better than the other. 

In the evening a meeting under the auspices of the Co¬ 
lumbus Society was held at the convention hall in the 
Board of Trade building. Mr. Buck set the ball rolling 
with an address of welcome. 

The afternoon was given over to a public exhibition of 
coins. Mr. Granberg and the Messrs. Chapman had the 
finest exhibits. Mr. Granberg’s private gold made those 
present do a little thinking. It is estimated that there 
were $125,000 worth of coins shown that day. 
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
